NINETEEN KILLED IN A WRECE

Terrihle Aocident on the New York Ceatral

The worst accident in the history of the
New York Central Railroad happened
Sundav morning, jost before daylight,
between Garrison's and Highlands, The
offlcial statement of the company shows
that at Jesst ninctesn pors ns lost their
lives, and probably a8 many more were
injured. The wrecked train, the Ruffale
and New York was running
along a level and straight streteh of track
when, without an instant’s warning aml
for some reason unkonown the solid bank
gave way, carrying with it a wall of
stone more than & yand thick, and the
engine and six of the cars of the heavy
train pinnged into the Hudson river.

It all happened in less thya 2 moment.
In less time than it mkes to tell it the
water was rushing into the ears. and the
passengers, most of themn swake od from
slegep, panic-stricken and shrieking for
help, were ruuning hither and thither
trying to escape from what seemed cer-
tain death, There were some who gquick-
Iy recoveral and with axes and such tools
broke the win-
dows and eut their way out.

BAVED BY A POSTAL CARD.

S1las Gray Will Be Given His Freedom.

Frowm ihe Harrtsbarg Telogroph,

“It is all wrong to hang Silas Gray, as
Jack Retiis confessed to me iu the West-
ern Penitentiary that he had done the
dead.”

These were the words Lthat were scrawl-
ed npon a postal eard received by the ed-
itor of the Harrisbarg Telegraph, o few
yvears ago, andd they saved the life of a
foan who was last night recommended o
executive clemency by the Bowrd of Par-
dons, It is an interesting story and will
benr the telliag now, .

In February, 1577, Mre, Mary MeCrea-
dy, who for some yoears had been living
in a cabin on the northern edge of West-
woreland county, near Apollo, disap-
pearsdl.  In April, 1595, fifleen months af-
ter the disappesmnes, some boys fishing
in the river found an old skall on n sand-
bar. Upon the inguest being held on the
skull, Silas Gray, who for yaars bad pur-
soed varions occupations, was charged
with the muarder of Mrs, MeCready, and
in the spring of 152 was convicted of
murder in the first degrea. The circum-
stances of his conviction were pecaliar.
He was broaght to trial from the peniten-
tiary, afler having served a term as noces-
sory to horse stealing. Precoding his case
James Ward was tried for the murder of
the Mesans sisters. It was an atrocious
murder of a couple of old maiden ladies,
and the murder was complicated with
burglury sod assanlt. To theamazement
of everytoody the jury in the Ward case
found only a second degree verdict. The
mob almost rose at them. Silas Gray, s
convicted horse thief, was put on trial the
next case on the list, also for the murder
of & woman, and three of the Ward jurors
were drawn on Lhe jury that tried him.

Under these circumstances he was con-
vieted of murder in the firdt degree. The
evidence was such that ifty-one members
of the Westmoreland connty bar, includ-
ing the leaders of it, immedistely peti-
tioned for s commmutation of sentence. The
date of execution was fixed. Gray saw
and heard the carpenters put the gallows
together upon which he was to be hanged.
All appeals for mercy had failed, when a
newspaper correspondent, happening to
be in Harrisburg al an unasual time,
came upon an unuspal train of half a
dozen cirecnmsiances, any one of which
being alsent wounld have broken the link
in the chain, and in parsuance of which
he gt a confession from one Jack Pettis
that he, and n L Greay, had committed the
murder. This confession was sabmitted
to Governor Pattison at midnight, and the
Case Was run so ciose that the commuta
tion of sentence from hanging to impris-
onment for life was only issaed in time to
seted Silas Geay to the penitentiary for
life on the day set for his execution,

Sines that time George H. Welshons, of
Pittsbnrg, the newspaper osrrespondeat
who discovered the evidence on which
the sentence was o amuted, has collected
evidence going to confirm the ounfession
of T'wtis that he, and 0t Gray, comnit-
ted the murder, and presentad o the Per-
don Board last week un afidavit from
Tohnston DHeksoon, whio was the star wit-
pess for the presecution, that his testi-
mony opon the trial was beyand the
truth.

The eapitol pommission, Friday morn-
ing, selected [lenry Iyves Cobb, of Chicage,
s the architect for the new capitol, and
chiose his design. Mr. Cobb will at oneo |
aet to work on the working drawings, and |
will have them ready fa about six weeks, |
Two weeks will be allowed contrsetors o |
bid on the construction. 1t will probably
be the first of the vear before the work is
under way. Mr. Cobb suys the work can
be completed in a year, and the building
ready for oesupancy by the logislature.
The srobilect wasx bighly recommended |
by the commissioners. He designed the
fisheries bulidings at the World's Fair, |
and bs at preséut supervising architect of |
the United States postoffice bulldiog, |
Cliicagy, !

Uis plan earries out the ideas of the |
eommission regarding a group of build- |
ings, with the esception that instead of |
seattering them over the grounds ll.u-yj
are all ander one roof. The central build- |
ing Is the capitol, the house fronting on |
Fourth stroet, and tho senate on Third |
street, with light and air at the front and
sides.  The department buildings will be
at either side of the capitol, connected
with it by structures that will contain
rooms for various purposes,

The main building will be surmounted
by alarge dome. Al present the appro-
priation will only admit of the buildings
of the eapitol proper, and future legisia-
tares will have to provide for the wings
and connecting bullding, The front of
the new capitol will be 112 feet, but with
wings and departmental bulldings it will
have s froutage of about 1L,W0 feet. There
will be numerous rooms for every possi-
ble purpose, and they are located very
conveniently for legislative purposes.
